quietly into ??cw York, he opened an 
office for the practice of law and In a 
fortnight had earned $2,000 in fees. 
But hardly had lie written to his 
daughter about his luck when tliero 
came from South Carolina the news 
that her beautiful boy, who had been 
the idol of tho ambitious statesman, 
was dead.
